Ziegler said President Nixon’s top foreign policy adviser did indeed 
make the undisclosed journey. 
Other Washington officials said Kissinger discussed the Vietnam 
situation in terms of Nixon’s eight point military political settlement 
plan of Jan 25, but that he received no encouragement from the North 
Vietnamese. 
However . U S officials were described as not discouraged by the 
outcome, and not disposed to regard the talks as permanently 
ruptured It was believed possible that Kissinger might return to 1 aris 
later, perhaps when the current Communist offensive in South 
Vietnam ends 
Ziegler chastized North Vietnam for what he called another 


example of “ bad faith” in publicizing the latest Kissinger trip He said 
the United States had proposed publicizing the fact the meeting took 
place but withholding its contents North Vietnam requested that 
nothing be publicized, “ and we agreed, Ziegler said 
Despite the lack of progress from the trip, Ziegler said the United 
States remained “ ready to talk in any channel if they are ready to talk 
seriously ” 
Recause of Kissinger’s increasingly frequently secret journeys to 
meet with foreign officials in Nixon’s behalf Washington reporters 
are keeping a close watch on his comings and goings Nevertheless 
Tuesday’s trip escaped notice here and first rumors of it surfaced in 
Europe 
Kissinger was seen here by a reporter at about 3 p.m. EDT Monday 
Next word of his whereabouts 
the White House has stopped giving 
out day-by day details of his schedule came Tuesday evening when 
he was reported to have dined with Nixon aboard the presidential 
yacht on the Potomac.

Southeast Asia, commandeered a 
smaller jetliner for Cuba. 
FBI

powered rifled followed the hijacked 
Eastern Airlines 727 from Dulles

“ He has requested refueling,

He then demanded to be flown to 
Cuba.

Dallas and Tampa, Fla , en route to 
Havana 
Eleven passengers were allowed 
to get off the plane when it refueled 
at Los Angeles and then the short- 
haul jet took off into the dusk with 64 
passengers and a crew of six still 
aboard.

estimated 
arrival time at Dallas was 12:45 
a m, EDT, according to the FAA 
The hijacker gave a note to the 
plane’s pilot which read, in part: 
“The skies of America will not be 
safe again until the U.S. government 
ceases its agression against the 
people of Indochina 
The flight originated in Idaho 
Falls, Idaho, and stopped at Salt 
Lake City. It was commandeered 
over New Mexico and landed at Los 
Angeles International Airport. 
The East Coast flight originated in 
Allentown, 
Pa. 
The 
gunman, 
described by an Eastern official as 
“ calm and calculated, not easily 
perturbed, 
used an intercom to 
hijack the plane. He forced it to land 
twice at Dulles, 40 miles west of 
W ashingtin 
on 
the 
Virginia 
countryside.

Chase said 
they would continue ringing the 
phone throughout the night 
E a rlie r 
a 
sp ecially-trained 
elevator operator was sent down 
into the No 10 shaft and indicated 
that the hoist was operable 
Lloyd Starchman. 45, a 20-year- 
veteran miner trained in the use of 
oxygen equipment, went down the 
neighboring Silver Summit Mine He 
descended to the 3,100-foot level to 
enter the main hoist room of the

Company officials declined to say 
when Starchman would lower the 


elevator to the bottom of the 5,100- 
foot No 10 shaft They said it would 
first be lowered with television and

history 
Shiers was born in a poor family, 
one of II children That was ill the 
farm U-lt of Nebraska, a fact that he 
can’t torget 
When 
Shiers 
firs!

ago he looked at a piece of farm 
equipment in a field and realized 
that his heart would always treasuie 


the memories of his humble farm 
beginnings It’s the old story that 
you can’t take the country out of the 
farm boy

What does he think about efforts

County Park Director George 11 Adams today said he is 
calling on the county counsels office to provide legal 
advice concerning the future of Nojoqui halls, a rented 
feature of the county park in Santa Ynez Valley bearing 
that name. 
The county asked to raise its rental of the tails and 
surrounding property from $250 a year to $5.4(H) a year by 
ranch owner Tito Giorgi — hasn’t heard from Giorgi or his 
attorney since last winter when the county offered to raise 
the ante to $500 a year. 
Adams said advice from the county counsel is sought to 
determine whether the county should fence off the tails 
from the rest of the park in the vicinity of Alisal Ranch 
As far as he knows, Adams said, the county is only 
obligated for a rental of $250 a year from the time of the 
expiration of the pact last July to now But there is some 
chance, it was felt, the county might be asked to pay out 
much more covering the new year of use on the grounds the 
old pact has expired and notice has been given the county of 
a higher rate to be asked. 
The county’s offer was based on intended use of only 40 
acres of Giorgi’s ranch rather than 160 acres included in the 
former lease.

The boys are becoming 
hysterical over the proposal 
that Congress should in any 
way intevene to protect the 
community from courts that 
have decided to make a 
vacation out of integrating 
the schools, sparing the 
pupils no expense whatever, 
and themselves only the 
expense of rigorous thought 
The complaint is a) against 
amending the Constitution 
to 
forbid 
wild 
court 
decisions on the subject of 
busing, 
and 
b) 
against 
Richard Nixon’s suggestion 
that the whole business be 
referred to Congress. In the 
first instance, the critics 
say, you would be reversing 
the 14th Amendment to the 
Constitution - and simply 
denying people their rights. 
In the second instance you 
would 
be 
denying 
the 
superior 
power 
of 
the 
Constitution by seeking to 
override 
it 
via 
mere 
legislative action 
I have it from Mr. C. 
Dickerman 
Williams 
of 
New York, who is the best 
thing to hit the Constitution 
since the Founding Fathers, 
that the second objection is 
utter nonsense. 


He cites with particular 
force what Congress did in 
1932 
in 
the 
Norris- 
LaGuardia Act. That act, 
however infamous in social 


effect and intention, has not 
been 
challenged 
as 
to 
constitutionality, and in it 
congress very simply denied 
to 
federal 
courts 
jurisdiction 
over 
certain 
classes. If labor disputes, to 
be sure, at no point has a 
federal court, citing that 
act, denied access to its 
services to someone seeking 
to make a Constitutional 
claim It happens that no 
one has tried The crucial 
fact remains: that Congress 
saw fit to, and did, limit the 
jurisdiction of the federal 
courts in certain types of 
cases, 
intending 
by 
procedural 
manuver 
to 
make a substantive point. 
Moreover, during the war 
the Supreme Court itself 
upheld Congress’ right to 
limit the jurisdiction of the 
federal courts in a decision 
involving the Office of Price 
Administration 
It 
was 
Loekherty v. Phillips, citing 
a decision 100 years old, and 
the court said in part, “The 
Congressional 
power 
to 
ordain and establish inferior 
courts includes the power 
‘of 
investing them 
with 
jurisdiction either limited, 
concurrent, or exclusive, 
and 
of 
withholding 
jurisdiction from them in 
the 
exact 
degrees 
and 
character 
which 
to 
Congress may seem proper 
for the public good 


Moreover, 
it 
was 
Congress which in the first 
instance invited the federal 
courts to accept cases based 
on the meaning of the 
Constitution 
- in April of 
1871. The court could be 
deprived of authority to 
entertain 
claims 
made 
under the Constitution by 
the simple (and terrible) 
expedient 
of 
repealing 
Section 1331 of the Judicial 
Code. 
Nobody 
is saying 
Congress ought to do that, 
but everybody should be 
reminding 
himself 
that 
Congress has the power to 
do that, 
and 
it is not 
inappropriate occasionally 
to whisper in the court s 
ear, “ The people who gave 
you 1331 can take away 
1331.’’ 
No, there are less drastic 
things to be done. 
For 
instance the deprivation of 
jurisdiction 
Or, 
for 
instance again, 
requiring 
that 
issues 
of 
fact 
be 
determined by a jury — or a 
combination of the two. 
Everyone 
is 
nowadays 
agreed 
that 
no 
school 
district should assign pupils 
to schools with reference to 
their race. 


But the policies of many 
of the courts have as we all 
know gone far beyond this in 
their hot pursuit of de facto 
segregation, and remedial 


legislation based on the 
form 
of 
the 
Norris* 
LaGuardia Act would need 
merely to hold that “ no 
court of the United States 
shall have jurisdiction to 
issue any temporary or 
permanent order injunction, 
or decree in a case relating 
to 
the 
assignment 
of 
students 
to, 
or 
their 
enrollment 
in, 
an 
educational 
institution, 
other 
than 
to 
forbid 
assignment or enrollment 
on the basis of the race, 
creed 
or 
color 
of 
the 
students...” And it might be 
specified that juries would 
decide the factual point. 
The 
purpose 
of 
the 
exercise is to get the federal 
courts out of the business of 
adm inistration 
Mr. 
Williams 
contributes 
as 
lagniappe a quotation from 
a speech by Chief Justice 
Hughes: 


“ And I tell you, ladies and 
gentlemen, 
no 
more 
insidious assault could be 
made 
upon 
the 
independence and esteem of 
the judiciary than to burden 
it with these questions of 
administration — questions 
which lie close to the public 
impatience, and in regard to 
which the people are going 
to 
insist 
on 
having 
administration by officers 
directly 
accountable 
to 
them ”

The Lompoc Braves took advantage of their helpless 
visitors from San Luis Obispo yesterday, hanging a 6-2 
loss on the woeful Tigers. 
The magic number is now two for the Braves. 
Santa Maria stayed within easy grasp of the Braves 
coattails by downing Arroyo Grande 4-1, but Cabrillo 
dropped a 6-4 decision to Righetti to go Vh games back. 
Lompoc and the Saints each have two games left, 
Cabrillo has three. 
Knowing what a loss to the Northern League cellar 
occupants can do to ones pennant hopes, the Braves went 
to work early They scored three runs in the first inning. 
But when Lompoc generously handed a pair of runs 
back to San Luis, necessitating a three - run insurance 
rally in the sixth. 
The Tigers are not noted for the hitting prowess, and 
true-to-form they gave Lompoc starter Ted Grafton 
little trouble in the five innings he worked. The 
sophomore lefty allowed only two hits, one on an 
attempted squeeze bunt, and walked one Tiger as he 
picked up his fourth league win without a loss and ran his 
overall record to 6-1. 
Roy Howell, the guy the Lompoc fans love to cheer for, 
brought the sun drenched crowd alive with a long home 
run to lead off the sixth inning festivities. Roy laced a 
Carey Smith curve high enough to register on the VAFB 
radar screen and deep enough to clear the rightfield 
fence with ease 


It was Roy’s fourth homer of the year, his second in 
league. He also had a sharp single up the middle in the 
first inning to go 2-for-3. Howell’s overall average going 
into the game was 409 
The Braves were happy to have Matt Knickrehm back 
on their bench, even if he was in street clothes. Matt 
picked up some lumps on the head in an auto crash 
Saturday and was informed yesterday that he is out of 
action for the rest of the season, CIF play included.
